Brandeis, who is now 60 \ears 


old, is a native of Louisville, Ky. 
His law education was received at 
Harvard. 
He has practiced in 


Boston since 1879. his last connec- 
tion being in the firm of Brandeis, 
Dunbar tc Nutter. He was coun- 
sel for Mr. (Jlavis in the Ballinger- 
Pinchot investigation in 1910 and 
for the shippers in the

America Asks 


That Merchant 


Ships Disarm 


Washington, Jan. L'S.—The Cni- 


ted States, in asking all the Eu- 
ropean belligerents to make a gen- 
era! agreement to squire their sub- 
marine warfare 
with the prin- 


ciples of humanity and interna- 
tional law, has taken the position 
that under changed conditions of 
naval warfare, 
merchant ships 


should carry no armament what- 
ever. 


All the powers have been noti- 


fied that unless they subscribe to 
such principles armed 
merchant- 


men will be denied entry to Amer- 
ican ports except under the con- 
ditions which apply to warships. 


Such a proposal now in the 


hands of the belligerent govern- 
ments has been transmitted in n 
note which, while not in actual 
language, is substantially as fol- 
lows: 


Realizing the appalling loss of 


life of non-combalunts which r(> 
suits from the destruction of n 
merchant vessel without removing 
passengers and crews to places of 
safety, which is held to be viola- 
live of the principles of humanitv 
and of international law, which 
should govern the maritime war- 
fare, (ho United States at the 
siime time, does not feel that a bel- 
ligerent should be deprived of the 
right to use submarines in view of 


the usefulness which they have de- 
veloped since the outbreak of the 
present war. 


That a formula may be fount. 


completely within the rules of in 
ternational law and of humanity 
which will require in its adoption, 
'only a trilling change in the prac- 
tices which have obtained in the 
'past and before the war, which 
formula Mould be just and fair to 
all belligerents, it is proposed 
.that: 


Positions Advanced 


First—A non-combalan! has llu 


right to traverse the high seas in 
a merchant ship entitled to lly » 
belligerent flag and rely upon tht 
rules of international law and the 
laws ol humanity, if the vessel is 
approached by a belligerent war 
vessel. 


•Second—A merchant vessel ol 


any nationality should not be sub 
jcct to attack until the belligerent 
warship has warned her to stop. 


Third—Any belligerent-owned 


merchant, vessel should prompth 
obey any order from a belligerent 
warship to stop. 


Fourth-—No such merchant ves- 


sel should be fired upon unless she 
tries to flee or to resist by force 
and even in such case any attack 
upon her by the warship must

The earth's form is that which its 


rotatioii |>eriod demands. Undoubtedly 
If the period baa cLiciiged the form ba« 
changed. G^en a little time, solid* 
«ifiler great pressure How quite rea* 
liy into new forms. 


Novr, any grant slowins down of the 


earth's rotation period within geologi- 
cal times would be expected to show 
In the surface features. 
The strain 


should have wrinkled, so to speak, iu 
the equatorial regJons and stretched 
in the polar regions if the 
earth 


changed from a spheroid that was con- 
siderably flatter than It now is- to it* 
present form. Mountains, as evidence 
of the folding oC tbe rock strata. 
should esist in profusion In the torrid 
zone and be scarce in or absent from 
the higher latitudes of tbe earth. 


Such differential effects do not exist. 


•nd it seems to follow that changes IB 
the earth's rotation period njnd In its 
form could have been only slight while 
tha stratification of our rocks was In 
progress. Geologists estimate from tn« 
dci>osltion of denudation and sedimen- 
tation that the formation of tte rock 
strata has consumed from €0.000.000 
lo 100.000.000 years. 


If the earth bad substantially its 


present form 80.000.000 year* ago we 
ere safe in saying that tbe period of 
time represented in the building up of 
the earth from a small nucleus to its 
present dimensions nas been vastly 
longer, probably reckoned in tbe tbou- 
sands of millions of years.— W. W.
